have the walls lined with bunks like 
fSeamer berths, two deep ana as many 
as a dozen men sometimes occupy 
ono room.

Trie Chinese Theater 


From the lodging house we went 


r.cVoss the street to the leading Chi- 
nese theater whore 
Americans are 


charged 
fifty cents, twice the sum 


which the children of the orient pay 
The theater Is a long hall, rudely fur- 
Huhed and having two galleries, one 
side of which Is devojert to the Chi 
nese women. 
Their part of the gal 


lory was packed with 
black-eyed, 


black-haired women, most of 
them 


tmoklng cigarettes. 


It must be remembered that the wo- 


men as well as the men of Chinatown 
are all the low caste-Chinese, and do 
not wear the gorgeous silken 
cos- 


tumes In which wo generally think or 
the Chinese woman as being clothed. 
The women wear black blouses and 
loose trousers, practically 
the samo 


dress which the men wear. 


The onlv display attempted Is In the 


hair which is colled low on the hack 
of the neck after being brought down 
low over the ears. 
The hair ornn- 


mentB and earrings are atl of twenty- 
four karat gold and manv of tho wo- 
men carry quite a small fortune in 
gold on their heads. 


The guide assured us that nowhere 


•n this country could wo soo as many 
China women os were "gathered to- 
F.cthor In that theater. 
There aro 


iihout five hundred women In China- 
town and over twenty-five thousand 
men. 
The women are bought and 


sold bringing from $BOO to J2,r>00 ac- 
cording to their youth and beauty. 
When a merchant becomes financial- 
ly embarrassed, his first recourse Is 
to sell one of his wives. 
The wo- 


men never wear anv-covering on their 
heads but not a mnn removes his hat 
In the theater. 
Tho children 
are 


l-iost gaily and handsomely dressed. 


Men on the Main' Floor 


The men occupy the main floor of 


the theater and all tho galleries ex- 
cept the part reserved for the wo- 
men. 
Venders of sweetmeats, one of 


the chief of which Is sugar cane, -pass 
through the audience 
continually, 


hearing bankets of wares on their 
heads. 
They not only walk up and 


down tho alnles lint between the rows 
of seats and In front of tho audience, 
which does not snem- to mind tho In- 
terruption In the lonst. 


Tho plnv Is continuous and last's 


from six to twelve o'clock each night, 
beginning the next night where It 
h'ft off the night before. 
Some of 


tho nlavs. most of which are histori- 
cal, last for months. 


The actors are nil men and 
the 


female parts aro taken by men with 
fnlsetto voices, tho better tho im- 
nersonntlon. the nlcher tho 
salary.

It was often said of Ney that lie 


seemed to court death by the boldness 
•with which In? exposed himself under 
the hottest tire. The army named him 
•"the bravest of the brave," but that 
:was not u tribute to more recklessness. 
Napoleon fsnlil, "Noy was the bravest 
man I ever saw." 
Ills courage wius 


not tlie klml which despise* danger oi- 
ls blind to It. but that of n soul soaring 
nbovc the thought of danger and ab- 
sorbed with the mighty game of war. 
Courage with Ney never missed lire, 
for hl:< Judgment was as sound as his 
courage was high. Asked If he felt n 
••fear when carnage rolled red around 
ijilin. he said. "I never have time." lie 
fought to win. not to show couragi»— 
Victory the end, courage the means. 


Napoleon appreciated Ney nnd often 


risked his army and his throne In tin 
keeping of the ex-hussar. The marshal 
often differed with the. emperor as to 
the policy of battles, campaigns and 
conquests, but where Ney struck Na 
poleon knew victory was as good as 
gained If the thing were possible. At 
Bautzen he sent Ney lu the night to 
get Into position for early attack. The 
guns opened before breakfast, and Na- 
poleon sent off a message lo the em 
press saying the victory was won. 
Often Napoleon kept Ney close to him 
during buttle until a crisis came. Then 
lie would send him to lead his corps In 
at the danger point. 


Ney commanded the rear guard on 


the retreat from Moscow. It was a 
terrible march, and thousands died 
from cold and hunger. More than that, 
the Ilussinns were on the heels of the 
retreating French, and Ney's corps had 
to light for the road. When his -lo.OOd 
had been reduced by battle and famine 
to l.SOO lie found himself headed off by 
Cossacks. The main French army was 
•within reach, and Ney sent messenger? 
for help. Eugene Heanlmrnals claimed 
tin? honor of going to the aid of Ney 
and with 4.000 troops wadi-d the dee(: 
enow* and, by firing cannon, drew tin 
ead procession to his camps.

Napoleon heard of the Incident he said 
"I have three hundred millions In in) 
coffot-H at the Tullerles and would will 
Ingly have given them to save Marshal 
Key." 
Going to Ney'H bivouac he 


When Napoleon was n prisoner nt 


Elba, Ney lived a reclute on his eoun- 
try estate. Suddenly he was ordered 
by the erowu to Join his military di- 
vision. Napoleon had escaped and sent 
nn appeal to his old hero In draw hU 
word for the restoration of the em- 
pire. Ney wan deaf to the call until 
Ids soldiers deserted the king. Then 
he went over, and Napoleon placed his 
fate In the hands (if the one soldier 
who had never failed him. 


At Waterloo, after lighting desper- 


ately all day and watehlns In vain for 
tlio coining of i.irouuliy off on the Brit 
Ish left, Napoleon Kent lu the guard for 
n last ehurse to save his crown. Ney 
was Riven the column which was to 
strike the EnglMi under Wellington In 
person. The other column melted un- 
der the llrst tire. Then Napoleon ha- 
rangued tin- veteraux. telling them that 
the fate of the old army rested upon 
their valor. 
Ney ordered the charge 


and rode down the slope at the head of 
the line. 
It was another 1'lekett'n 


charge In circumstance and Import 
The guard marched thiwn Into the vat 
ley. tin; British holding their tire, ntu 
their breaths too. for that .matter. Uu 
when the Kreneh began to climb the 
heights the guns again burst forth 
Still, Ney forged ahead through the 
pitiless storm of shots. Five times th 
hero was unhorsed, and at last h 
strode on afoot, leading the guard.* \i] 
to the English guns and thrumih them 
Into the ranks nf \Vt)lllngtouls re- 
serves: but, n» nt Gettysburg, there 
was a regiment lying out of the path 
on the Hank of the charging column. 
Whether or not the men IiuiirU WflJIng- 
ton's order.

As an actor 
be succeeded the late Steve llrodle of 
bridge jumping fame In the "On the 
Bowery" company, and It Is said pro- 
fessional Jealousy was responsible for 
the coolness that later sprang up be- 
tween them.

sion a personal letter from Hall Culue. 
the author of "The Christian." How 
Chuck came to call Hall Calne ".Mo 
frcn, de swell writer," came about In 
this manner: When Mr. Calue visited 
this country a year or so ago, -he' ex- 
pressed a desire to sec life as It existed 
on the Bowery. The name of the man 
suggested as best qualified to show 
him around . was naturally that of 
Chuck Connors.
